Sverdrup Replies to Ress- 


lution Charging Bills 
Before Legislatures 
Would Interfere With 


Home Rule. 


Lief J. Sverdrup, chairman of 
the Bi-State Development Agency, 
today denied that the agency in- 
tends to infringe on the rights 
and authority of municipalities 
and counties, as was charged yes- 
erday in a resolution signed by 
St. Louis, St. Louis county and 
St. Clair county officials. 


The resolution was made pub- 
lic’ by Mayor Joseph M. Darst. 
It was signed by Mayor Alvin G. 
Fields of East St. Louis, St. Louis 
County Supervisor Luman F. 
Matthews, Chairman Ben F. Day 
of the St. Clair County Board of 
Supervisors, and President K. T. 
Ogle of the East Side Levee and 
Sanitary District. 


The officials signed the resolu 
tion in protest against measures 
pending in the Illinois. and Mis- 
souri legislatures which would ex- 
pand the agency's authority and 
would, they contended, deprive 
cities and municipalities in the 
bi-state district of “home rule.” 

Address to Sewer Committee. 

Speaking last night at Clayton, 
Sverdrup told a meeting of the 
Metropolitan Sewer Committee 
that his organization was not 
seeking control over the facilities 
of political subdivisions. 

Discussing a combined sewer 
system for St. Louis and the coun- 
ty, objective of the sewer com- 
mittee, Sverdrup said that the 
agency was interested in the 
sewer project only insofar as it 
would prevent pollution of the 
Mississippi river. He said that be- 
cause of pollution the agency 
favored the sewer system. 

The resolution stated that the 
Bi-State Development Agency 
was “created specifically to func- 
tion on matters of mutual inter- 
est between the States of Illinois 
and Missouri” but that the agency 
now sought “ownership and oper- 
ation of sewers, waterworks, 
parks and playgrounds and city 
planning” which “are not by any 
stretci: of imagination to be con- 
strued as bi-state matters.” 

The resolution added that “en- 
actment of this legislation would 
cause a duplication. and. inter- 
ference ‘with present, ory 


‘municipal activities 3t an addi- 


tional expénse to the taxpayers.” 

Mayor Darst said that the 
agency’s powers would be so. ex- 
tensive if the bills were passed 
that we might as well shut down 
City Hall.” 

“The legislation would put in 
the hands of a few persons,” Darst 
added, “all of the community’s 
essential facilities to the exclu- 
sion of private enterprise and mu- 
nicipal operation. They could, if 
they wanted to, ‘acquire’ our Mac- 
Arthur bridge and city water- 
works, both of which bring in 
revenue for the city, and operate 
them for their own profit tax- 
free.”

WASHINGTON, May 18 (AP)— 
Russian sailors who visited Phila- 
delphia aboard a Soviet cargo 
ship carried home “eye-witness 
reports” of life in America. 
Their purported reactions were 
published in the Odessa provin- 
cial newspaper Bolshevistskoye 
Znamya and relayed by radio to 
other parts of the Soviet Union, 
Moscow Radio’s version of what 
the sailors reported, as recorded 
today by United States Govern- 
ment monitors, included: 

Posters. displayed in Philadel- 
phia recruiting centers said: “Real 
Americans should go to Europe— 
there is money in it.”

OF JOBS IN ST. LOUIS 
AREA LAST MONTH 


A record number ‘of 764,000 
persons were employed in the St. 
Louis area last month, Paul P. ii 
Connole, manager of the St. Louis 
office of the Division of Employ- 
ment Security, reported yesterday. 
The figures covered St. Louis and 
St. Louis, St. Charles, St. Clair 
and Madison counties.

The resolution said the bar was 
“presumably based upon taking 
one sentence out of context and 
yielding to pressure from persons 
and groups ill equipped” to judge 
the work. 

Dean Helen R. Wright of the 
University of Chicago’s School of 
Social Service Administration said 
the following sentence was ob- 
jected to: 

“Social security and public as- 
sistance programs are a basic es- 
sential for attainment of the so- 
cialized state envisaged in » dem- 
ocratic idealogy.” 

The word “socialized” in this 
sentence has no political signif- 
icance, she said, explaining it was 
used as meaning “to render social,

Half 
of the Republicans, to their great credit, voted 
with him—Senators Saltonstall, Morse, Flanders, 
Smith of New Jersey, Lodge and Tobey. Un- 
happily it is the six who voted against Gen. 
Bradley—Senators Bridges, Knowland, Cain, 
Wiley, Hickenlooper and Brewster—who swing 
the most weight in Republican congressional 
councils. They bear the responsibility for intro- 
ducing a cheap partisan theme into the hearings. 
And Democrats Fulbright and Gillette showed 
themselves confused or misguided in voting 
with them. 

If there is anything funny in this depressing 


picture, it is that the whole incident appears 


to have been a blunder. The original Repub- 
lican strategy apparently was to hook Secretary 
Acheson, not Gen. Bradley, with a demand for 
confidential information and possibly a con- 
tempt citation.

Without controls, inflation will multiply the 
costs of our necessary defense over and over 
again. It is regrettable—extremely regrettable 
—that the Administration did not take the good 
advice of Bernard Baruch by ordering a general 
economic freeze just as soon as the Korean 
trouble broke out. Efforts to establish partial 
controls since then have been desultory and 
piecemeal. It is a serious question whether our 
economy really can be protected in this way. 
The question is underscored by what has hap- 
pened since June 25.. 

So there can be no question of relaxing such 
eontrols as have been imposed. The job for 
Congress is to tighten them, and to siphon off 
more purchasing power through taxation. This 
may not be a Very pleasant prospect. Yet it 
will be much more advantageous to all of us 
in the long run if the nation pays as it goes in- 
stead of postponing immediate unpleasantness 
at the cost of paying and paying over and over 
again.

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Stay at Arm’s Length 


Heavy buying of Laclede Gas Co. stock by 
its natural gas supplier, the Mississippi River 
Fuel Corp., ought to cause as much concern to 
St. Louis as it already has to Laclede officials, 

Richard G. Baumhoff reports that the pipe- 
line firm now owns 6.1 per cent of Laclede’s 
common stock. In January Laclede’s directors 
unanimously deplored the stock purchase, but 
Mississippi River Fuel still has an order with 
brokers to buy at a stated price. 

There is nothing illegal about this situation, 
but it creates an unusual and potentially 
dangerous relation between buyer and seller. 
Dangerous, that is, to consumers. 

Right now Mississippi River Fuel is asking 
the Federal Power Commission to permit a 
27 per cent increase in its wholesale gas price. 
Laclede says this would mean a rise in retail 
gas prices to consumers, and is vigorously op- 
posing Mississippi's request before the FPC. 
But can anyone suppose that if Mississippi held 
a dominant interest in Laclede, the local utility 
would then be able to oppose the policy of its 
pipeline supplier? 

Securities and Exchange Commission policy 
treats ownership of 10 per cent of a corpora- 
tion’s stock as effective control. Mississippi’s 
stock purchases do not approach that figure, 
but still they constitute the largest stock inter- 
est in Laclede. If continued, the Laclede- 
Mississippi utilities relationship will invite fed- 
eral inspection. 

St. Louis and its thousands of gas consumers 
ean only hope that the Mississippi River Fuel 
Corp. will reverse its policy, and leave Laclede 
as free to bargain for gas as it should be.

Were Turkey 
admitted, it would mean that if 
war broke out in the Middle East 
involving Turkey, then automatic- 
ally, without any opportunity for 
honorable deliberation, Norway 
and Denmark, The Netherlands, 
Belgium and Luxembourg would 
have to go to war with the So- 
viet Union. 


Statesmen’s Mistake. 


Yet they entered the Atlantic 
pact because they believed that 
they were being guaranteed by 
the great powers. If the Atlantic 
pact is extended to the Middle 
East, they will find themselves 
among the guarantors of what is 
and always has been for them. a 
remote part of the world. This, 
for small, highly vulnerable coun- 
tries is an enormous commitment, 
not to be undertaken lightly nor 
expected of them too imperiously. 

These difficulties are the con- 
sequence, I believe, of a grave 
error of policy by Britain and 
America jointly when the pact 
was negotiated. We should not 
have altered the original concept 
which. was to confine the pact to 
the North Atlantic area. This 
would have left the way open for 
a separate Scandinavian alliance, 
which included Sweden, and for 
a separate Mediterranean alliance 
which included Italy, Greece, Tur- 
key, Spain and such other coun- 
tries as chose to adhere. 

The United States could have 
stood ready to give the Scandi- 
navian alliance such support as 
the Scandinavian countries needed 
and felt it prudent to ask. In any

The difficulty is inherent in any 
alliance between a small nation 
and a world power, The question 
is whether such an alliance can be 
and should be a two-way affair: 
when the great power promises to 
go to war if the small nation is 
attacked, can the small nation 
legitimately be asked to go to war 
if the great power is attacked? 


This question was recognized 
when the Atlantic pact was nego- 
tiated and it is perfectly clear 
that the obligation to go to war 
exists only under that pact if the 
aggression is inside the North 


tions. 
Strain on Alliances. 


Our participation in the Medi- 
terranean pact need not have fol- 
lowed the pattern of our absten- 
sion in the Scandinavian pact. Al- 
liances can be tailored to fit the 
circumstances to which they ap- 
ply—in this case to the circum- 
stances of the Mediterranean, 
which are radically different from 
those of Scandinavia. 


It would be advisable, and it 
might become necessary, to repair 
the mistake and to return to some 
such arrangement. For our whole 
system of alliances is deeply 
strained—at bottom because the 
Western nations including our 
own are over-extended., The sys- 
tem of alliances is strained, of 
course, more than ever by the Ko- 
rean war and the MacArthur dis- 
pute, which is its consequence. 

The best general direction to 
take in order to save the system 
of alliances will be to let some 
air and light into what has been 
treated over here much too rigid- 
ly, much too comprehensively, 
much too uniformly. For the mak- 
ing of alliances is an art, not sub- 
ject to the methods of mass pro- 
duction.

“A 
complete clinical laboratory must 
be maintained along with special- 
izéd services of otolaryngologists, 
pediatricians and orthopedists.” 
Dr. Muenster said physicians 
must keep other infections and 
disease processes in mind during 
epidemics. Many patients placed 
in polio wards in 1949 were 
found not to have the disease, he 
said. 
He urged more widespread use 
by physicians of tracheotomy, 
which is the placing of a tube 
in the throat to aid breathing, in 
early stages of infantile paralysis 
where such symptoms as pro- 
nounced restlessness, irritability, 
delirium, rapid pulse occur. The 
institute will continue through to- 
morrow.

Functions of Liver 
By Glen R. Shepherd, M. D. 


HEN you look at a large factory building or a huge 

chemical laboratory, you may not realize that a part of 

you, your liver, is a combination laboratory—factory 
ordinarily performing a dozen entirely different operations 
that no man-made factory or laboratory in the world can 
duplicate. 

Your liver routinely performs enormously complicated 
chemical operations. It does this with what look under the 
microscope like only three different kinds of cells. Altogether, 
the millions and millions of them make up your three-pound 
liver lying just under your right diaphragm. Normally, and 
unless it is enlarged, the liver is protected by the overlying 
lower ribs, possibly because it is such an important organ. 

Although you can exist with only one-fifth of your liver 
working, no one can live without any liver at all. 

Your liver does all sorts of important jobs with the food 
materials you eat. It stores the sugar for gradual release 
into the blood stream as your muscles need it for energy or 
for rapid dumping when you need a lot of energy in a hurry. 
It even behaves like a ;00d housewife in using the scraps of 
material left over from the muscles’ burning of sugar, for it 
converts some of this acid waste from the muscles back into 


sugar.

The bile which the liver makes is necessary for the di- 
gestion and absorption of animal fats. Here again, a very tidy 
arrangement is set up. Although the liver makes bile con- 
tinuously, it is stored in the gall bladder for release into the in- 
testine as needed, | 

If it weren’t for your liver, you would continue to bleed 
from any cut. You would, in fact, bleed to death. The liver 
makes two substances which are necessary to blood clotting. 
These are called prothrombin and fibrinogen. 

Another job of the liver having nothing to do with diges- 
tion is its protection of your body from certain poisons. As 
these poisons are carried to the liver by the blood, the liver 
_converts them into harmless substances. 

: Because of the liver, you could live on an entirely meat 
diet. It is able to convert the protein in meat to sugar or fat.

a falsetto, and, as we had sharks 
swimming alongside the raft 
almost daily without creating 
such excitement, we all realized 
that this must be something extra 
special and flocked astern to 
Knut’s assistance. 

Knut had been squatting there, 
washing his pants in the swell, 
and when he looked up for a mo- 
ment he was staring straight into 
the biggest and ugliest face any of 
us had ever seen in the whole of 
our lives. It was the head of a 
veritable sea monster, so huge 
and so hideous that, if the Old 
Man of the Sea himself had come 
up, he could not have made such 
an impression on us. 

The head was broad and fiat 
like a frog's, with two small eyes 
right at the sides, and a toadlike 
jaw which was four or five feet 
wide and had long fringes droop- 
ing from the corners of the 
mouth, Behind the head was an 
enormous body ending in a long 
thin tail with a pointed tail fin 
which stood straight up and 
showed that this sea monster was 
not any kind of whale. The body 
looked brownish under the water, 
but both head -and body were 
thickly covered with small white 
spots. 

The monster came quietly, lazi- 
ly swimming after us from astern. 
It grinned like a bulldog and 
lashed gently with its tail. The 
large round dorsal fin projected 
clear of the water and sometimes

In front of the broad jaws swam 
a whole crowd of zebra-striped 
pilot fish in fan formation, and 
large remora fish and other para- 
sites sat firmly attached to the 
huge body and traveled with it 
through the water, so that the 
whole thing looked like a curious 
zoological colleetion crowded 
round that resembled 
a floating deep-water reef. 

A 25-pound dolphin, attached to 
six of our largest fishhooks, was 
hanging behind the raft as bait 
for sharks, and a swarm of the 
pilot fish shot straight off, nosed 
the dolphin without touching it, 
and then hurried back to their 
lord and master, the sea -king. 


Like a mechanical monster it 
set its machinery going and came 
gliding at leisure toward the dol- 
phin which lay, a beggarly trifle, 
before its jaws.
